WILKES BOOTH.

A Reminlscence of the Assnssin,

M A correspondent of the Hartford Etlem'n? Post
relates the following:—'*Lhe only time 1 ever
spoke to Wilkes Booth was, If 1 am not at faalt,
ou Runday, April 3, cleven days before the
sstassipation. | bad returned to New York from
the bautle ol Five Forks, and was again on my
way to Richmoud. At the Metropolitan Hotel,
lookivg In, Sunday, at eleven o'clock in the
morning, [ recognized Jobn McOulloch, an aotor
whom I’lud mel ot the house of Edwin Forreat,
Philndelpbia, McCulloch was an amiable, com-
panionable fellow, and one of very few theatrical
people that 1 was aconainted with. He came up
at once, aud then introduced me to Mi. Booth,
Booth 1 had often seen perform, and had a poor
opinlun of his talente, He was Interesting to
me ehiefly as the son of his futber, about whom
T hao heard enough stories to 61l a book. 8Btand-
ing together in a group, several olher per-
sons belng of the party, I turned my entire
conversation upon young Booth and made a
study of him.

“The first thing that paseed through my mind
was his good lnoﬂe, fine brown color, good head,
sirong bair and esebrows and moustache, teeth
and brea'h most enivable, well kuoit aras,
shoulders, and veck.

“‘Here,” T said to myself, ‘'ls one of those
superb vagabouds who can drink all day with-
out headache, emoke into & cust \ron stomach,
look well In noy clothes, be a devil in qulet,
hospitable families, and a breaker of hearts of
women whose hearts have been broken aiready.’

“Loaning easlly on the counter, fingering his
moustache and the ehaved under lip below, his
face lay close under mine, looking up and beln
ugrm-uil#‘ as the first glimpae ol the greal world,
I thought again:— :

“What an agreeable fellow! Soft as a duke,
modest a8 virgin  gemuoe, without antagonisms,
making bimself ke my old acquaintance, yet
without familiarity !'

“He talked of o1l, the stage: said he should
reappear: asked me if he could find me in New
York, and took my address 1o alittle note-book,
Kot much of a truster of actors, | heard it all
like & susn of the world, and forgot it. Bome-
body asked us to go to a club rooin on Lonsiana
avenue, There 1 asked Booth about his father,
wondering all the time whut it must be to be
gon to a tragedian, brother-in-law to comedinns;
wondering 1f he had ever geen ola Junius Brutus
come home recling—wondering many things,
but without the Jeast idea that Booth would
ever remember more than my vame again, sud
indiferent about it, T saw him_ wvext dead,
and felt how truly I had divined that nis life
was Lhollow."”

OBITUARY.

Chan-Lock, & Prominent Chinnman of
Nan Francisco,

Chun-Lock, better known as Chy-Lung, a
noted character in 8an Francisco, died receatly
in that ¢ity, A correspondent writes that he
wis the best representative of the Chinamau in
Ualifornia. He went to Ban Francleco in 1850,
and immediately began business as s merchant,
importing teas, opium, silk, and Issquered
#oods, Chinese groceries, ete., extensively, and
s00n bullt up a large wholesale and retail trade,
which extended over a large part of California
and the Pacific coast, and has continued undi-
minished up to the present time, He was noted
for hie correct business habits, strict nrobity
and honor, and polite and courleous munner,

The Aita Caiyfornia says of him:—*‘Intelli-
zent and highly educated in his own lauguage
and literature, bospitable and charitable, he was
1espected by all clusses, and the mean prejudice
of custe and race, never displayed by him, was
seldom exhibited towards him by any one in
oor community, He was particularly noted for
his liberalfty towards charitable objects, During
our civil war he gave liberally towards the
Banitery Rellefl Fund, and was thanked therefor
by Father Bellows, in a special letter from New
York. When the great Bacramento flood of
1861-2 brought desolation and distress to so
many American households, his liberality was
manifested towards our Beople sud his own
alike—no call for & contribution by our Relief
Committee passing unheeded by bim. His com-
mercial sagacity was well known, and his enter-
prise was us great s that of any of our Amerl-
can or I-:uroEeuu merchants, e firm had a
bouse in Bhanghai, one at Cauton, anoiher
at Hone-Kong, and recently one in Yokohama,
In addition to that In Ban Frauvcisco. A few
days before his death he expressed his determi-
nalion to vieit New York and Chicago as soon
a8 the Pacific Railroad was completed, with a
view of establishing stores in those places, but
death put an end fo his plans of extended enter-
prise. Chun:-Lock was seized with the dropsy,
nnd might perbaps have recovered, but lLe
ohstinntclg' adbered to the prasctice of the
Chinese physiclans—of whom he had five—and
died acmrdlnF to rule, and like a true son
ot the Central Flowery empire. His age was
filty-three years, by our method of computation.
He leaves an iImmense fortune—said to be from
$260,000 to $500,000 st least—and his extensive
busiuess will go on as before, under the old
fiyle, the interest of his family being cared for
by his surviving Bnrtnors. He was a native of
the province ot Canton (Quang-Tung), China,
where his family, consisting of a wife and two
or three children, reside, and where his remains,
now resting in the vamit at Lone Mountain,
will eventually be sent for final interment,”

The Alta thus describes the funeral:—''The
remains of Chun-Lock, clad in costly robes ot
embroidered satin, were yesterday mornivg laid
on & mattress in the store, and were covered
with a rich, red satin fabrie, Tue usual incense
slicks and colored wax candles were burning st
the foot of the body, and vesscls containing tea,
pork, nice, and eges were by the gide, There
nmn%uuntlty of brown paper ecut into slips,
on each of which was & QCuninese inscription.
These were burned br the triends of deceased,
#f they arrived to view the remaine, and the
n:hes placed in a caldron close at hand. The
Buddbist priest, clad in & new satin robe, arrived
at 11°30 A, M., und commenced the performance
of the ceremonies, He veed & bell and eymbula
#s he proceeded, and from time to time passed
burving masses of paper over the corpse. He
atood before a table on which was a quantity of
articles, and chanted prayersin a clear and not
unmusical yoice. At the conclusien the body
was placed In & metallic coflin, which was oroa-
mented with silver plate and bandles, On the
former was & very brief juscription in Chinese
characters, and the words *‘Chun-Lock,! There
wag an absence of the full ceremonies al Chinese
funerals; they were short and simple. Soon after
1 P, M. the coffin was placed In a hearse drawn
:_)‘y four gray horses, A large number of car-

ages followed the body to Lone Mouutamn,
where It was placed in a ronelvlnﬁ vault prior to
the transmission to Ohina for final interment.
There was & cousiderable number of citizeus

resent 1o wilness the ceéremonies, and pay s
ast tribuce of reepect to the memory ot the
deceased,”

THE GREAT GATHERING.

What the New York “World” Bays ol
Loynlty and Virtne in Philadelphin,

This morning’s New York World says edilori-

ally:—
Eo:rn.lty like misery, makes strange bed-
fellows, This being our text, behold Its illustra
tion! On Tuesday pight there was a great
radical meeting ip Philadelphia, It was a most
respeclable meeting, and of all respectabilities
Pbiladelphian respectabllity is the most respect-
uble, The Flalform wns occapled by men whose
names are types in Philadelphis of virtoe, and
decorum, and plety—meon of whose virtue Phila-
delphin is proud, and who, perhaps, are proud
themeelves that Philadelphia should be proud
of their virtue, We ghould not name names in
such a counection, had not one of the orators
of the evening, Senator Bherman, specifically
pamed names belore us, He referred with de-
cent unotion to the presence belore him of three
such geotleman types, Mr, George H. Bruart,
Mr. Jay Cooke, und Mr. Henry O. Carey, all of
them persons of perfectly pure reputation, all
of them men who, in normal tmes, wonld
shrink gensitively from vicious coutact, and two
of them open professors of religion. Toere were
resent with these gentlemen sundry others,
tke them men of exemplary and plous repute,
They sat on the platform together, they listened
to the speeches, und us ope orator after another
harangued the crowd apd left the stand, they
applanded these orators in sncoesston, aud, ap-
prnudtng. also shook them corduull{ by the hand,

Who were the speakers! What hands were
thus shaken? We need not go very far back
into the past for an sonswer to Lhe question,
Less than nine {yeua #go, on & Sunday o the
early sprivg (It was a Babbath day's work),
during church time, while the little children
were sipgipg bymns and the clergymen were
lexding the people's solemn llun¥ of prayer
for deliverance from “murder and {rom sudden
death,” u man armed to the teeth met und shot
1o death an unarmed man in the streets of the
Federal capital, As the wounded man fell he
begged for mercy, “‘As Le lay upon the pave-
ment,” gays an eye-wilness, “'resting on his right
urm, the anailnntgul the plstol to his breast
and fired,” And so the bloody deed was
done, snd a sinful, uprepentant man was
hurried before his Creator with no chance to
ulter & prayer to Heaven for merey to himself,
no time to glve one thought to his orphaned,
motheriess children, The excuse of all this,
whereby the aveowing hand of the law was
stuyed, wae Lthe violated domestic honor of the
glayer. The lssue of it wae that ere the earth

was dry on the viclim's grave there was recon:
clliation, condonallon, & reunlhf hous:hold,
and of a double crime one sweet oblivion.

The doer of this deed was one of the orators
of Tuesday night, in Philadelpbia, The bloody
hand which did {t was cordially shaken by the
welcoming and applasuding respectabilities of
the Philndelphin platform. not loyaliy,
Ike misery, make strange bed fellows !

Torture of Re

nblicans in the Wilvon
‘onnty Jall,

The Ruleigh (N. C.) Standard of the 16th con-
taing the following :—

Robert Hilliard Farmer and Haywood White,
colored Re?uhlll:‘lm. were imprisoned on pro-
bably gctitious charges, Hieven men were
crowded iulo a low dungeon seven feet square,
There was no window in the dungeon, and the
door wae ol bara s0 closely Iald that a man
could not put his finger through the yacant
epaces between, During the hot aud salir
summer, these poor creatures were jammec
togetber iv this bole, and at night were com-
lelrd to sleep partintly one upon another,
or there was not spuce for them to occapy
singly. There was plenty other room in the
juil, but O'Nail’, the jallor, declured has inten-
ton of puttiog eleven more meao inif they had to
stand on one acother’s heads, because, as be
alleged, they were d—d4 black radicule, and
ought 1o be killed, and he wisned he had all the
d—d radicals in fhere with them. The offer was
made to Huywood Whoite by Captmin Lusk, thut
he would release him from juil if he would take
an oath to joln the conservauve party, White
whae suflering horrible torture, but replied that
he had already sworn to support the Constitus
tion and the Union, aud could not violate his
oath, Captain Luek alse promised Farmer that
if he would “go with him" {(Democrat), and
fuduce other colored men to do so, he would let
him out of jail as quick as he could snup his
finger. Lusk nlso told him that if he got out of
Jﬁnil without **turmpg over” (he was a strong

epublican) he would be killed before night,
Findirg 1t impossible to seduce either Farmer
or White, or any of the rest of the prisoners, the
conrte of torture was determined on—torture
which has for centuries been ubolished from
the prisons of England. The frst place to
apply it was in the diet. Twice a day a small
piece of pickled pork, fried 10 a crisp, and little
¢lee than golid salt, and weighing less than an
ounce, was eerved to these famisbed creatures,
This produced thirst, and the jailor, carryin
out the instructions of s ELend-hearted Rebe
rat rops, cut off the supply of water, to_a quan-
ity barely sufficlent to support life. When the
priconers in an agony of thirst wonld ery outfor
God's sake to give them water, the bratal re-
sponse from the jailor would be, “Coms down
and get i,” One day Joe King, u k'nd of under.
jullor, was eursing and abasing radicals, when
Farmer at last replied to the eflect that radicals
were ns pood as olher people, whereupon King
ftruck him, Farmer, a detenseless prizoner, a
heavy blow on the side of his jaw with the keys
breaking his teeth, For some time earmer could
not eat, and he was notl even allowed to haye
anything to bandage his wound. Aad the bratal
coward who had inflicted this injury took ocea-
sion atterwards Lo insult Farmer by s:king him
how he felt.

CANADA.

The New Governor-General, Sir John
Yonng,

8ir Jobn Young, Barit.,, present Governor-
General ot New Soath Wales and ex-loninn
Commissioner, has been named for Governor-
General of Cannda,

Sir John Young is the eldest son and heir of
the Jate Bir William Young, of Balleborough
Castle, in the county of Cavan, Ireland, His
father was a promivent member of the Bast India
Compuny 1o days past.  Retiriog with a fortune,
Sir William oflered himselt as candidate for the
represeutation of Cavao in Parhiament, but was
deleatad, his political opinlons not agreeing
exnctly with those of the Farl of Farnham,

who  posseseed, through his nomerous
tenanrly, the chief iunterest at the elee-
tions in that district, Alter a few

yeurs Mr, John Young, the newly-appointed
ruler of Canada, then o young mau, presented
himeelf as a candidate to the voters of OCavan,
and was returned to reprezent them in the
House of Commons in conjonction with Mr,
Henry Muxwell, who succeeded to the Furnham
peerage, apd has just lost his life by the melan-
choly disaster by fire in the Irish mail train
travelling through Wales for London., Mr.
Young—now Bir John Young, after the decease
ol bis father—soon obtatued the notice of Paclin-
ment both by bis diligent attention to nis duties
and bis sound practical kuowledge on a'l mat-
ters relating to Ireland. The late Bir Robert
Peel at once poticed his availability for public
Iife, snd, with Mr. Young'’s consent, ranked him
with his parly of moderate conservatives
anxious to do justice to Ireland without a repea)
of the legslative union, Under Peel's Premier-
ship Sir John Young beld the office of Joint
Secretary of the Treasury of Eogland, in which
he distinguished himsell by his application to
business, lus judicious use of the official patron-

e confided to him, and his freedom from reli-
glous and political prejudices,

Bir John comes of an old Beotch family, hav-
ing its origin with John Youuvg, a “*burgess of
Edinbuigh” in the year 15641, The Governer of
Canada was born on the 31st of Augast, 1807,
and married April 8, 1835, Adelalde, Avnabella,
dauehbter of the late Marchioness of Headfort,
by her tiret husband, Edward Tuite Dalton, His
family 1s thus intimately coonmected with thz
Countees of Cavan, Meath, and Westmeath, in
Ireland., During the years immediately past
Bir John Young has ruled the colony of New
South Wales in & very successful manner in the
name of Queen Victoria, snd is likely from his
habits, discrimination, eaution, snd experience,
but particularly from bis acourate appreciation
of the Irish charact r, to prove equally useful
to the English crown in Cauada.

After it
wis all otg. Mr, Lincoln wiote Grant & letter to
spologize for what he bad thought. That was
the only letter he ever wrote on that subject,

Nasnviire, Bept. 19.—After a great deal of
nmiysterions consultation and discussion, ronning
throveh a couple of weeks past, the State Demo-
eratic Executive Committee bave issued an ad-
dress to the people of the Btute, which will
appear to day, The delay In bringing out the
address before now was caused by a conflict of
opivion in the commitiee on the negro suffrage
question, At lsast, however, the African bull
has been taken by the borns, and colored suf.
frage 18 equarely recognized, snd tacitly in-
dorsed in a qualiied way. On this point
the address contains the following language:
—Accepting the fucts a3 we find them, recog-
nizing traths as they exist, blinded by no pre-
judices of the dead past to the obscurity and
detriment of our true futerest in the living pre-
s¢nt, unbia-sed by passion, obeying the dictates
of reason rather than of impulse, with courage
to be just, that our guard may be thrice armed:
acting honestly up to the principlesof our party,
that there shall be no taxation without repre.
sentation, let it be uoniversally proclaimed
throughout the Democratic party in Tenoesses,
rank and file, front and rear, that no colored
citizen of the State, uniting with us for the
overthrow of a common tyranny and in the
redemption of our noble State, shall be disturbed
in anyol Lisvested rights, il through his agency
our own rights shonld bs restored to us with
this distinct and unequivocul pledge to the
people, through whom, and with whom, we can
slone expect to triumph over the common op
pressor. There can be no doubt as to the tri-
umphant result of our combined action, our
own interests and those of the colored citizens
being mutual, and the Interests of the radical
sdventurers being diametrically opposed to
buth, This course, upon our part, is demanded
by every consideralion of party expediency,
common gratitade, justice, and right.

A vigorous caunviass to secure the colored
voles will now be entrred into, and the chances
are, judging from the beginning already made,
that & consideruble percentage of the negro
vote will be secured by the Democrate, There
